tbe eity, attended by his daughter, Mrs, 
Maggie Robinson, ber husband, A, S. 
Robinson, Mrs. A. T. Oneey, sister of the 
deceased, and her eon, Ed ward Casey.

The fact that the deceased h«d b«en 


in failing health for a number ot years 
has b«*>D known to bie^tamily and friend e, 
and since he received hie first Blight at- 
tuok of paralysis, less than two years ago 
mnch solicitude baa been felt tor him. 
The tatter part of May, 1890, while in the 
BBPODI/ICAM office, be received bis second 
prostration, and lor several wwks it wae 
thought be could not recover, but bie 
strong constitution, watchful medical 
attention, and ttw care of his devoted 
daughter, brought htm to his feet again, 
and since then, until the afternoon of last 
'Thursday, Jan, 29, he appeared to be im- 
proving. That afternoon, while on hie 
wny to the city in a buggy, accompanied 
by bie daughter, Mr. Moseer received his 
third and fatal stroke, His last intelli- 
gible words were in reference to his chil- 
dren. He was helpless, and bad to be 
carried into bis room and placed upon 
his conch, where he lingered Bpeeohlees 
and unable to recognize anybody, Death 
relieved him ot bis Bufferings Sunday 
morning. It Is a consolation to the fam- 
ily and friend* to know that Mr, Moeser 
did not realize hie condition during his 
last hoars. Even after bia second attack 
he-believed and hoped that he would ul- 
timately be restored to former health and 
rigor, and at time* be waa quite cheerful, 
bat as the days went by and blended into 
weeks and months his friends feared a 
third attack, and it cnme sooner than irae 
expected.

Joa>FB BITNBB MOSSKB WM a native 


of New Cumber land, Cumberland county 
Fa., where be was born February 21,1837 
His father was the Bev. Josrph Mutser 
wbo passed away at a ripe old age a tew 
years ago, and lies at tbe aide of bia wife 
in Greenwood cemetery. Mr, Moeser 
when but fifteen yean of age, began 
teaching school in Peneylvania, and ever 
since 1853 be bad been self-supporting 
He came to Deoatnr from his native state 
SB years ago, arriving here April 1,1856, 
On his arrival in Decatnr he soon eecnret 
a position aa teacher, and tor aevera. 
yanra had charge ot tbe Sulphur Springs 
school near Mt. Zion, eight mileeeontb 
eaat ot Deoatnr, and Mr. Moeser though 
nothing of walking to and from hi 
school. Subsequently he was a teaahe 
in the public eaboole of Decatur, teaching 
in the old btick building still standing a 
the corner ot North Broadw«y arid San 
garoon streets, and also at the Chare! 
street school in the second ward. During 
a brief period preceding 1861 tne de- 
ceased was connected with the Eaworti 
general atore on North Morgan street 
and shortly afterward he became con 
nected with tbeold-cWnot'aStcift! Citron 
iWe, then located over the Boston atore 
pnblishsd by William J.Tterey. In 186 
when Mr. Usrey enlisted, Mr. Moseer ant 
B. E. Hamsher, wbo was then a oompoe 
itor in tbe office, leased the Chronici 
and published tbe weekly paper for 
year, In 1863 Captain Uarcy retnroet 
borne and took charge of the pnper M 
Mosser tuen entered tbe employ o* M 
Cues, publisher of tbe D^cstur Gasette 
and was his bookkeeper nnd local edito 
for awhile, until the consolidation of th 
Gazette with tbe State Chronictt,

position be resigned in tbe spring ot 
,889. Besides these positions Mr. Mosaer 
at an early dnte bad been officially iden- 
tentifled with the Illinois Press Aeeooia- 
ion, baa been president ot Deoatnr Re- 
inblican campaign dnbs, and bas fre- 
inentty been chosen to serve ae chairman 
at township and county conventions.

Tboee wbo knew him in business, in poli- 
tics and the affaire ot life, knew him to 
be a man who oonld be relied on. Be- 
yond all thia, Mr. Moseer's ennobling in- 
fluence extened to many homes, Ae 
editor of tbe RIPCKLIOAN that influence 
went ont mightilyinto thousands of homes 
ot this city and connty, I don't think 
we fnlly estimate the power of the daily 
press in our homes, in business, in poli- 
tics and in tb« eosial lite. All felt that 
they could eafoly admit tbe influence of 
this man in their homes aad among their 
children.

As «oon at the UcEinley bill became ft 


law every effort that the genius of (he 
aneornpuloos foreign importers and free 
traders could devise, wae nsed to ad- 
vance price* and charge the advance to 
the new tariff; but it all ended in igno- 
minion* failure and smoke. In support 
ot this tact we need only appeal to the 
consumer who knows that prices have 
not been raised, bat on the other hand 
have deelined.'Where duties were raised, 
that there could be ft decline in price* 
seems utterly impossible to a freetrader, 
In the new lew, the duties in very many 
c«*ee were lowered; but where duties 
were lowered there i* scarcely an article 
that be* become cheaper thereby.

By pro- 
tection these Industrie* had baen built 
up, price* rednoed and tbe market se- 
cured. 


Untie* were rawed by tbe bill on cer- 


tain other articles tor two reasons; First, 
to stimulate langmelrng iudnstriee, and 
second, a* in the cote ot tin plstt, to in- 
sure the starting ot new industries. 


Take tbe worsted industry a* an el- 


ample. Duties, were raised on this pro- 
duet becanae our wonted mill* were 
sorely pressed by EngUab import* under 
the old duty. Under tbe new duties new 
mill* were built and old ones enlarged, 
and wonted goods ftre now selling at a 
lower price than ever before, which is 
true ot all goods in that line. Take many 
classes of iron manufactures and the Mine 
is true. Poet hole diggers that sold a 
year ago at 918 a dozen can be bought 
to-day for $ia60. A dollar's worth of 
wrought staples would have coet a year 
ago 11.12, 
Clothes wringers th t cost 


961 a down a year ego can be bou bt to- 
day tor SOI ft down. Pige after Mien of 
items similar to tbe above could t* given 
in support or these facto, 


Bnt how csn these things be? The 


answer in obvious, building up onr own 
Industries beget* strong competition at 
borne, and forcee tbe foreign importer to 
reduce hie prices to g1 1 into tbe market, 
This is well illostraud in the history of 
tbe prime on albnmeotzed paper, upon 
whioh the dntie* were increased to stim- 
ulate the manufacture ot that product at 
home, We mention this because tbe 
Freetrader* amplified the aaenmption tint 
the price ot photographs would be in- 
creased on account of the increase of 
"tariff tai," Foreiga importers actually 
met aa soon a* th* bill passed and ridsed 
the price from $38 a ream to $40 and tbe 
tow) began, But it didn't work. Onr 
people got to work and re-opened and 
enlarged their faetorie*, which had been 
declining under the former inadequate

A Meettng of th« County) Board 


Necessary to Correct It, 


One of the points upon which the 


Appellate Court passed in Decatnr 
iquor oaoee waa the formation of tbe 
ury that tried the cases. These the 
court held- to have been illegal and tbe 
same defect in the jury list etill exists 
and most continue to exist until the 
county board meets, which tbey may do 
under the atatatea, and correct its mis- 
take. 


The statutes provide that the county 


board shall at or before ita meeting in 
September in each year, or at any time 
thereafter, when neoeeaary to cany out 
the purposes of tbe law in relation to 
iariea, make a bat of a sufficient number, 
not less than one-tenth ot tbe legal Totere 
d each town or precinot in tike county. 
The statute farther provides that the 
county board ahall at ite September 
meeting aelect from aaoh bat a number 
of persons equal to one bond red for each 
trial term of the circuit oonrt, 


It aeems that the county board ftiled 


to follow the Brat provision of the law in 
•electing at tbe proper time a bat ot one- 
tenth of the legal voten, and proceeded 
to select one hundred nam«e from each 
town and precinot in the county from 
which tbe circuit clerk draws tbe jnrora. 
This the Appellate Court haa beld to be 
unlawful, benoe all jurors who may be 
•elected aa jurors for tbe currant 
from tbia list are not lawful jurore. Tbe 
law, however, providte that if for any 
reason the Board fails to made a liat fa 
September it may do eo at a aubeequetit 
meeting. 


Judge Vail, realising tbe danger in 


trying eaew under the prewnt condition 
'of things, has determined to call a epeo- 
ial meeting ot tbe county board to pre 
pare a legal jury list for the current year. 


The fact that these objection* have not 


b«*n raised in tba oaae ot tbe Crawford 
jury before the jury waa sworn, bars the 
defense from raiaing the question in any 
subsequent proceedings in any stage of
